Assuming that a measure of this kind 
will affect each settlement in New Zetland 
equally in proportion to its population, we 
must nowendeavour (o show It* partial ten- 
dency, and the deepness of the scheme in 
its concoction— because any acheme of 
taxation which affect* only a small portion 
of the community will naturally be looked 
upon with indifference, and perhap* even 
supported by thoae whom it don aof affect.

that could not fail lo carry the day. We 
have no doubt (hat there is not a single 
individual under Government but what 
will give it their strenuout support ; but 
we have a belter opinion of our fellow- 
colunut* than to *uppose that fAey will 
consent that such a tax -.kill be put upon 
the townspeople only, and the rest of the 
com th unity be free. 

Wbeu the Custom* Ordinance wa* abo- 
lished by proclamation, and afterward* by 
l*a. *r* imagined that the dawn of pros- 
perity had at last broke on New Zealand, 
but now we hunestly confess thai we eon- 
*ider this measure to he equally a* 
obnoxious a* the Custom! Ordinance. 
The let* restriction* there are of any kind 
on commerce, the greater will be tie pros- 
perity of the people, and the wart able 
and willing will they be to support a 
modrrale and tilcient Government. Bm 
the measure which wt art now writing 
upon, is nothing more nor less than an ad 
valorem duly, not of three per rest., but of 
many three per eexU. as the capital 
>n which it is paid ia turned over in 
one year. A poor man under this pro- 
posed uadinsnce, who has one solitary 
hundred pounds from which loearn a bare 
■ubiistence, will perhap* turn it over ten 
or twelve mile* in a year at a small profit, 
but whatever hi* profit, or whatrirr hi* 
lot*, he must pay thirty ur (hiriy-six 
pounds for Use*. Three can be no don bt 
that in the general remit* of such a mea 
lure, our future prospects are dirk pi and. 
more niihous than ever | and many ptH&rm 
will at once leave the colony . indeed, 
persuiii of small cnpilsl cannot' by any 
|iosaihihty rtmai* and those who could 
fveej juvtJv ialca imposed, would never 
■ubmtt to such an imposition, or indeed, 
to any plan of taxation that is 
on equity, and impartial in its operation. 

We would earnestly recommend His 
Excellency to bt guided by lb* rule* of 
plain common *en*e, and if the Kxecutivr 
Council can devise no better acheme than 
what they have done, to be guided no 
longer by their illegal and absurd opi- 
nions We are sure that His Excellency 
hat the good uf the colony at heart, and ia 
most anxious to set it prosper and ftourtth, 
but to king a* he haa not a single adviser 
upon whom either himself or the public 
can look with any degree of confidence, 
to long will all manner of premature and 
ill-digetted measures be

nation or dismissal. If a diligent and in- 
dustrious party hod hern tax-gatherer 
from the firm, there would have been no 
necessity for the proposed new measures, 
and wt feci very confident that it it not 
too Isle to rrlrteve the error that was in- 
advertently committed in appumling a 
|>erson who was loo proud fur bis business. 

The present Projwriy Rate Ordinance, 
although deficient in many of iu minor 
details, it perhaps the most just and eqni- 
lable in principle thsl could possibly hive 
been enacted, hut in additiou to having 
assessors, which we suggested ia our last 
article, we would make all real properly 
(My a rate, however low itt nine; but we 
would nut tax any personal property j 
real property and income, from whatever 
source derived, are legitimate ohjfct* of 
taxation i and one per cent, is not trio 
much. Next to this, a poll-tax, which it 
pud l» many of ou r colonies, is the second 
ben : every man'* life it as dear to hint 
as another 1 !, be ht poor or rich, and if 
these Iwo sou rets were not tuflicienl, by 
all mean* we would increase the Property 
Rale Ordinance, and make il one and a 
half per sent, or more, If necessary. 

Before, however, proceeding to impute 
any more ratet, the pruning knife must 
be used without mercy, nod we would 
strongly urge upon Hit Excellent)' the 
expediency of reducing the lalaries of the 
beads of the various department*, Iheii 
salaries are all loo high ; and they can 
well afford to suffer reductions which the 
nior clerks cannot. We art avv&re that 
His Kxcelltncy cannot in some coses 
reduce ihcir talari es from their appoint- 
ment* being daled from home ; but wt 
imagine that be can make the heads 
of department* be at their offices the 
same hour as the clerks, and also make 
them work instead of idling all day. We 
think much good would mult by a few 
unexpected visits a( the several office*, 
and if the duties were not properly per- 
formed, we lupposr their berths could he 
too hot for them. If the salaries 
cannot be reduced, wt would make them 
do the vroik of one clerk ai well as their 
other duties, and by this means a great 
saving would be effected. 

We hate endeavoured in this article 
to shove, not only ihe illegality and in- 
judicioutneis of attempting lo carry out 
the measure which is in content plation, 
but also, (hat its operation is partial in 
it* effects, and injur iou* to the general 
pro*peri(y of tht colony. We have our- 
selves at once determined to leave New 
Zealand, whatever the sacrifice wt have 
to make, sooner than live in a country 
where our rights a* free-born British 
subjects are attempted to be interfered 
with, and we know many who will follow 
our example. The neat two month* will 
be month* or painful anxiety to many, 
but we yet hop* that His Excellency will 
•re lha absurdity of ihe sctieme which 
the Executive have propoied to him, and 
it once be himself again, and abandon (lie 
proposed measure for ever. Should, how- 
ever, such a measure bt persisted In, wt 
■hall be obliged, however painfully, to 
suggest many things tu our fellow -colu- 
nisb, which we hope they will not he 
backward in adopting, and which will in 
a measure neutralise much of the pro- 
posed ill -digested and premature scheme. 

DISTURBANCE WITH THE 
NATIVES, 
f from Mr Southern Crow, January 11. J 
We art exceedingly sorry to announce 
that annlher moat alrociuut and uncalled 
for act of hostility ha* just been perpe- 
trated by some natives In tht district or 
Matakana, a place about twenty or twenty - 
five mi let from Auckland. 

It appeals by the evidence of Ihe prin- 
cipal party who hai suffered, that un Mon- 
day rait, while in bed with his wife and 
one of hit children, he was awoke by a 
loud rapping at tht door and window, 
which wa* broke open by a party of Dative* 
who commenced plundering the house of 
all il contained ; they pulled hii wife front 
her bed and stripped her of her clothes, a* 
they also did her four children, after 
threatening all their lire* if they resitted, 
and told the mother they would take her 
head off with then tomahawk* , the hiui- 
liand himself wa* held down by *ix uihert, 
while the work of d tit ruction was going 
un, and they plundered hit place of flour, 
tea, sugar, tubaccu, clothing, and bedding, 
leaving hint and hi* family positively des- 
titute of everything— even Ihe man's 
whekboat, which wa* on the beach, they 
move in two places— and carried off 
uine taws, and several axes and liinbe^ 
dogs, After the natives left him, tlir 
man called on hi* neighbour!, whi- Krre 
living within one hunrtied and fifty 
yards, and found tjs^ t ji f y had timuiia- 
neouily hewf, ierred the taineway.— James 
BratKey, Wm. Mason, James Dixon, and 
John Buckley, have all given similar 
evidence, and no one can even think of 
the shadow of an excuse fur inch a wanton 
and unprovoked outragr. 

The native* themtrlves now say, that 
the reason why they proccrdrd lo these 
extremities w as, thai they had not received 
payment for time land which had been 
fid; but the land on which Ihe Europeans, 
who have lieen robbed and maltreated, 
wtrt living on, was bought in I8:tu by 
Uenrs, Mellon and Skelton, and after 
having gone through the inquisition uf the 
Cotnmimoneri Court, wa* finally reported 
on, and a grant recommended as being a 
valid purchase, when 1 270 acre* of land 
were gazetted a* being awarded to those 
parlies. Under these circumstance* the 
question naturally aiiaes, what is tu be 
done ? are we lamely lo submit lu peri- 
odical visitations of this description , and 
run ihe risk of losing our live* a* well as 
our properly— or are ice to be proteettd as 
well at lb* native* > The lime has now 
passed whan half measures can be adopted, 
and we have erery reason to behtve 
that Hit Excellency is fully alive to 
thit fact. After the deposition* nude 
before the Police Magistrate were sent up 
to hi* Excellency, an Executive -Council 
wa* tuinmoned, and the result of (hen 
delilierauont It the offer of a reward of 
£\M for the taking of the thret 
principal natives concerned in the 
outrage in question. We have our 
doubt*, however, whether the native* 
will turn tMtf-taktrt or not, when 
it concerns then own countrymen, oar* 



I hey ear* nothing for ; bol the question 
assume* a different view when applied lo 
themselves' : for although there can be no 
doubt hut their thirsl fot money will bt 
gratified by the acquisition of a hundred 
and fifty pounds, still It must not 

1 be overlooked thai they are a politic 
people, and will weigh wall (ht 
chance* of provoking the enmity of 

| other tribet, who may lie in relalionthlp 
to the guilty partita. Independent, 
however, of this, we do not approve of thit 
method of doing justice, because, although 
in this particular case the offending parties 
may he a small and weak tribe, and una- 
ble to resist the opposing native force 
which may go against them, what will lie 
don* in future and timiiar css*» when 
the aggressors are strong and powerful 1 
Wr will suppose the Waikato tridet to be- 
have in an outrageous manner, i* there 

j any native force ihat would dare lo attack 
Tewherowhero 1 We know there is none ; 
and, therefore, a* our moral influence ha* 
ceased lu have efleel upon the native mind, 
it i* plain that we mini either submit lo 
every insult which the natives choir to per- 
petrate on us, or wt must have recourse to 
physical strength to prove our supremacy : 
the very fait of our inciting Ihe native* to 
anti*t us in obtaining that redress, which we 
utight al any price pod at any risk toohlalu 
of our own accord, will lead them intu the 
peqietralion of other n imei, and native 
warfare, which il is our positive duly lo put 
al rest, will by the policy adopted, lie more 
likely to increase, and bloodshed and de- 
vastation will be the inevitable result ; — 
brsitlis which, (he native* will at once tee 
ihat we have nut the power to puish ihem 
without (heir own assistance, and will 
again laugh in their tleeve* at our pusil- 
lanimity. Again this policy will lead many 
wily and crafty natives to iudace some 
slave or weaker tribe to more acli of ag- 
gression, for the very purpose of obtaining 
that reward which is liktly tn tie offered 
for Ihe apprehension of tht guilt) partiet, 
and be a premium for them to pursue that 
warfare which they glory and delight in. 

We are aware that the Government are 
placed in a very awkward predicament: the 
few troop*which Ibey havt at command are 
young and inexperienced— and it it scry- 
ing shame that the Home Government have 
not placed a I* rger military force at the dis- 
posal of the Executive ; still we bsanot 
lute sight of the fact, that the weak and 
vacillating policy of the Local Govern- 
ment ha* been Ibe means uf losing thai 
moral influence which we held so long 
over thr natives, and which policy has 
also been the means of entailing upon the 
various per*on* who suffered by the out- 
rage! uf the natives, thuat louses and 
insult* which have been perpetrated on 
(hem. 

We find His Excellency has determined 
not to waive ihe Crown'* right nf pre- 
emption in favour of any person who 
withe* tn purchase land* belonging to tht 
tribe who have been the aggressors in tbi* 
instance, and we think that thii i* a wine 
and just piece of policy, aad much good 
may emanate from it. If this course 
wa* lo be adopted in every instance 
where any wrong may bt done, and 
thr system punned with impartiality and 
vigour until the guilty parties were deli- 
vered up to that justice which the nature 
of the injury drmandrd, a very great effect 
would he produced i for it it nearly thr 
only way we have left off bringing thein 
to a *en*e of right and wrong It it true 
Ihat in one sense the innocent will suffer 
with the guilty, but it would only be car- 
rying out their awn customs, where if one 
individual of a tribe commits hi mat If, re- 
taliation it provoked upon the whole until 
full restitution ia made, or each party gets 
tired of the horrors atid devastations of 
war. 

We havt great hopes that an entire new 
lin" of policy will ere lung be pursued in our 
intercourse w ith (he natives, and while un 
the one hand we would give them ample aud 
stem justice for any wrong (hat might be 
committed by our own countrymen, wt 
on the other hand, punish them with ruiial 
juilice and seventy in all cases where (hey 
themselves are in error. It » no excuse, 
that a cause has been even given them for 
their aggresstunt . the native* mn*t he 
taught Ihat a* our own countrymen are 
not allowed lo lake thr law in their own 
handa, that they also must subuiil lo our 
law*, and they mutt in nil case* w>\y {or 
that protection which we are guying lo be 
rendered lu them. If they will not sub- 
mil, however bi;ii the alternative, Ibey 
must be " Spelled, for it i* utterly iut- 
| possibl that the two racet of European 
and 'satire can live much longer together 
in the state which our present relations 
* .e with them. 

We have no doubt that had any of the 
European! who have autle red by thr late out* 
rage, killed any of the native*, hardly one 
of the former would have lieen left lo tell 
the lale, at in the alistnct of assistance 
from a sufficient force un the ipo!,iu carry 
out iheir defence, ihe native*, who were 
the stronger party, would of course have 
lieen (he victor*, and yet what European 
iou Id have been blamed, had he done tu, 
when hit wife and children were maltreated 
U'fore hit face 1 

We (incerely hope that no compromite 
will be made for thit outrage; but the 
termination of similar affairs, give ut no 
warrantry for it* being *eltted any better 
than all the previous ones, and we shall 
therefure watch, with a jealous eye, the 
final remit of the measures oow in the 
course of adoption. Apologies uf the 
moat ample description will not com- 
penulc for what ha* been done, and 
it i* high time that compounding felonies 
should have an end. We will however 
hope for something better, and thai) re- 
turn to thi* lubjectwhen the affair iicun- 
e luffed.
